CHICAGO, April 7—Evidence of a 
liquor and vice syndicate which police 
said had been doing business of mil­ 
lions of dollars a year was found here 
yesterday'in a raid on its headquar­ 
ters when eight men were arrested. 
Records of wealthy liquor custo­ 
mers, names of bribed prohibition of­ 
ficers, accounts of beer deliveries and 
details of the channels whereby liquor 
was brought from rum fleets off New 
Ybrk, Miami and New Orleans were 
confiscated. 
The raiders said they found an ac­ 
counting systeip as efficient as that 
of a big business concern. 
Several thousand dollars in checks' 
including one for $15,000 from 
a 
Northside drug store 
were 
seized. 
Among the papers was a telephone 
toll bill of $287 for calls to New York 
Miami and New Orleans. 
John Patton, former mayor of Burn­ 
ham, a suburb, one of those arrested 
was charged by Sergeant Edward Bir­ 
mingham of the raiders, with having 
offered him $5,000, “to forget 
the 
bookkeeping system.” The others ar­ 
rested, police said, were underworld 
leaders, several with police records. 
The office suite had a doctors name 
on the door and the first room entered 
was fitted up like a physician's re­ 
ception room.

Saratoga, the world’s» swiftest air­ 
plane carrier, was launched at the 
New York shipbuilding corporation 
yards at 1:18 p.m., today. 
As the newest addition to the Am­ 
erican navy started to gracefully 
slide into the Deleware river, 
the 
mother of warships, Mrs. Curtiss D. 
Wilbur, wife of the secretary of the 
navy, gave the great ship her name 
When completed and commissioned 
late in 1926, the Saratoga will be the 
largest and fastest aircraft of its 
kind in the world. 
It will be the longest naval vessel 
of any design in the world. 
The Saratoga is 874 feet long, with 
n beam of 106 feet. Her electric pow­ 
er plant is designed tó develop 180,- 
000 horsepower, greater than the com­ 
bined rated output of six electric! 
driven battleships now in commission, 
the New Mexico, the Tennessee, the 
Maryland, the Colorado and the West 
Virginia. 
She will have a speed of 33 knots 
an hour and a flying deck reaching 
from stem tq stem. 
The Saratoga 
will he driven by huge electric motor, 
the power being guaranteed by tur­ 
bines operated by steam from 16 oil- 
fired boilers. 
She will carry «íght- 
inch rifles, the limit of size for ships 
of her type under the treaty, and 
&ill weigh more than 33,000 tons. 
The power plant of the new naval 
giant would be capable of supplying 
the electrical needs of a city of nearly 
1,000,000 inhabitants.

SPACE SELLERS PROVE FAITH IN 
ADVERTISING BY BECOMING BUYERS 
“Did pur newapapera cheat American business 
when they sold them upwards of six hundred million 
dollars’ worth of advertising space last year? inquires 
the Chicago Tribune, which very promptly answers in 
the negative and submits proof to substantiate its con­ 
tention.

PRESIDENTS REPORT SHOWS GAIN OF 
ALABAMA IN EDUCATIONAL LINES 
The annual report of President E. M, Shackelford of 
the Alabama Education Association, made at the annual 
conference now in session at Mobile, shows great activity 
on the part of that organization during the past year. 
Realising that Alabama has an unenviable position 
almost at the bottom of the list of states in education 1 
rank, and desiring to let the people of the State know 
that their children do not have the advantages that child­ 
ren in other states have, the A. E. A. at its meeting In 
Montgomery last year adopted resolutions calling for a 
publicity campaign to acquaint the people with the facts. 
To carry out the orders of the Association and launch 
a publicity campaign the Executive Committee established 
an office in Montgomery with Secretary H. G. Dowling in 
charge.' 
The slogan “Give the People the Facts” was adopted 
and the plan has been endorsed by various fraternal, 
religious, civic, professional and business organizations 
of the State. 
The report made by President Shackelford commented 
upon the progress Alabama has made in education in the 
last few years and gave many statistics in proof. 
For 
example, the state funds since 1885 for elementary and 
high school -education has increased from $3404,949 to 
$3,500,000; the per capita amount from $0.73 to $4.36; 
the school term from 87 to 123.1 days; salaries have in 
creased from $112 to $482 per annum; and illiteracy has 
decreased from 50.9 per cent to 16.1 per cent.

1910 and 1920 public support fqr elementary and second­ 
ary educatioii increase 325.5 peí cent, which was a little 
abofe the average recently given by Atticus Mullin show

CHEAPER THERE THAN IN HOUSE 
The sensational attack by Vice-President Dawes on the 
senate rule*, whicfi permit “one. man to talk a bill to 
death, has focused attention on the parliamentary regu­ 
lations of the august and dignified “upper house.”

There is need only for money 
to make her machinery effective, and, as Alabama ip 
potentially one of the wealthiest states in the Union, 
she can educate her children and give them a vision and 
the energy to convert her potential wealth into actual 
wealth. 
The report then proceeded to give what it termed the 
“discouraging facts” and said thdt while this progress 
has been made in Alabama other states have made prog­ 
ress also and kept Albama relatively in the same posi­ 
tion she was a generation ago. 
“There is,” the report 
claims “a lamentable amount of ignorance not only 
among the people but even among the teachers relative 
to Alabama’s status and needs.” Then followed a long 
list of statistics showing Alabama’s comparative stand­ 
ing, among which were the following: 
“Alabama ranks 
lowest among the states in per capita Expenditures for 
education, lowest in ratio of expenditures to income, low­ 
est in ratio of taxes to income, 40th in the ratio of edu­ 
cational expenditures to income, 44th in proportion \o 
trained teaehers, and 46th in literacy. 
The report further showed that if Alabama were to 
spend on her 856,866 children of school age the average 
per capita for the nation ($39.98 against Alabama’s 
$12.13) it would require $48,516,825 instead of the pres­ 
ent $14,720,047 to place her schools on an equality with 
the average of the states.

FARM BUREAU COTTON ASSOCIATION 
BENDS CHECKS TO ITS MEMBERS 
The Alabama Farm Bureau association ts completing 
the payment Of $2,000,000 to its members for cotton 
which has been disposed of by the Association from last* 
season’s production, according to announcement made 
iti the Bureau’s publications. 
It had been anticipated 
that checks would be mailed out, begjpning April 1. 
However it was found possible to begin the mailing of 
these checks some days earlier and members of the of­ 
fice force worked diligently to complete the task. 
Tbo eotton association movement, while no old thing 
in Alabama, appear* to he meeting with ¿ fair áháré 


Alabama are not in school, whereas in the United

When compared with the twelve Southern States, Ala­ 
bama ranks 6th in per capita expenditures for educa­ 
tion, 6th in teachers’ salaries, 9th in length of school 
term, 9th in percentage of trained teachers, 10th in schcol 
attendance, and 11th in support of teacher-training in- 


Of the 36 counties of the State fhat have reported, 18 
have cut their school terms &l»ort H 3 year because of a 
lack of funds, eight of those counties having only five 
months or leas. 
,v, The University of Alabama, according to the *report, 
$550,000 increase in ten of its departments to bring it op 
to the national average; Auburn needs an increase of 
$189,880 per annum to put it on an average with simi­ 
lar southern institutions; Montevallo gets just half as 
much as the average for similar southern institutions; 
while the normal schools of Alabama need an average 
increase of $105,873 to put them upon an equality with 
the average of the Union and an increase of $62,944 to 
put them on an equality with other southern states. 
^To secure funds for greater educational facilities new 
sources of revenue must be found, as already the county 
and district taxes in a large number of counties have 
reached their constitutional limit.
